Lava Tumbles 600 
Feet and Forms Lake 
in Blazing Forest

‘CATANIA, June 20. 
MOST alarmfing spectacie 
was observed 
Mount Rosso and Mount 
Rosello, two small promon- 
tories near Etna. From a 
miniature plateau between the 
two mounts the lava dropped a 
sheer 600 feet to the wooded 
country below. The trees were 
quickly ablaze and a fierce lake 
formed in the timber. 


ROME, June 20.—At Pied- 
monte, where the lava arrived 
yesterday, the citizens lighted 
candles in the square before the 
statue of Saint Anthony, which 
they decorated with flowers. 
Then they went home, packed a 
few scanty belongings and fled. 
A few hours later the flower- 
decorated square and the statue 
of the saint were buried under 
lava. 


LONDON, June 20.—Learning 
that the people of Linguaglossa 
were carrying in procession the 
staff of Saint Egidio, which is 
supposed to have the miraculous 
power of stopping the advance 
of lava, the people of Castiglione 
went to Linguaglossa, according 
to a Rome dispatch tothe Cen- 
tral News, and forcible seized the 
staff, intending to use it to save 
their own town.

OF MOLTEN LAVA 
THREATEN TOWN

supplied for the infants. On the 
first day of the disaster many refu- 
gees owed their lives to these work- 
ers. The Red Cross and other cher- 
itable organizations now are contin- 
uing the good work, and motor lorry 
service has been organized to pro- 
ceed along the route, picking up the 
old folks, invalids and babies, leav- 
ing the more robust of the refugees 
to travel as best they can. Some of 
the mothers, however, refused to 
trust their babies to unknown lorry 
drivers and the mothers also had to 
be crowded on the lorries with their 
infants in arms. 
Six New Craters. 

A new stream of lava on the west- 
ern side of Etna menaces the Giarre 
Junction on the Etna Railway. Ac- 
cording to leading volcanologists, six 
new craters have openéd, only two 
of which, however, are of the first 
importance. In these can clearly 
be seen the lava in frightful turmoil 
being ejected tn irregular spurts 
amid vast clouds of fumes and 
ashes, forming two streams of liquil 
death, one of which is rolling down 
on Lingualglossa, the other moving 
toward Sciaro Pass, but threaten- 
ing no towns, though causing im- 
mense damage to vineyards and nut 
plantations. 

The speed of the latter stream is 
so slow, however, it is hoped it will 
not advance far, but rather form a 
lake in one of the valleys. 


Forest Catches Fire. 

A solemn service invoking mercy 
was held in the ancient beech forest 
at Castiglione. Owing to the shade 
of the trees and the darkness caused 
by the ashes, the light wag too feeble 
for the reading of the gospel, and 
torches were utilized. The nearness 
of the stream of lava was such that 
before the end of the gervice, the 
edge of the forest caught fire; the 
air was so hot and vitiated by sul- 
phurous fumes that breathing was 
difficult. 

Mindful of the Pope's orders, all 
convents and other ecclesiastical 
buildings have been turned into shel- 
ters for refugees. The lava has 
spread almost to the sea at one point, 
between Messina and Toarmina and 
intervening villages have been oblit- 
erated. 

Most of the residents of Hiarre 
have moved to the seaside town of 
Riposto and the rest are ready tu 
leave at a signal from the watchers 
outside the town. The glow of th 
eruption is visible from Naples, 200 
miles away, while from Palermo, 80 
miles distant, the flames can be seen 
shooting into the sky. 

Italian King Arriv.s in Stricken

Premier Mussolini left Rome to- 
day for Catania greatly saddened 
by the consequences of the eruption. 
He expressed regret that he had 
been obliged to postpone the diner 
which the Italo-American Assvuvcia- 
tion had arranged for tonight in his 
honor, and also in honor of the 
American Ambassador, Richard 
Washburn Child, when it was in- 
tended the latter should hand the 
Premier a gold wreath for one of the 
prizes at the Olympic games.

It recalled Ford's 
attacks on the Jews through the 
Dearborn Independent and the de- 
fense of the Jews and criticisms of 
Ford later published in Hearst's 
newspapers and in one of his mag- 
azines. It continued: 

“Surely you must know Mr. Ford 
has not yet rid’ himself of the Jewish 
peril obsession. How can you, who 
have so repeatedly condemned this 
monomania, pow seriously propose 
for the President of the United 
States a man who regards with sus- 
picion and hatred 8,000,000 of its 
inhabitants?” 

Bernstein sent a copy of this let- 
ter to Arthur Brisbane, Hearst's 
chief editorial writer. Mr. Brisbane 
replied: 

“Thanks for your letter and the 
enclosure. I believe the enclosure is 
based on some things that Mr. Hearst 
did not say. That, however, does not 
make it less interesting.”

HELPING DEMAGOGUES 


Rotarian Asserts It Has Handed 
Wisconsin, Bound and Gagged, 
Over to a Boss. 


After their monthly lunchcon 
yesterday at the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the last for the summer, the 
Life Underwriters’ Association of St. 
Louis dispensed with the regular 
business session to hear Herbert 
N. Laflin, of the home office of the 
Northwestern Mutual Insurance Co. 
of Milwaukee, and a delegate to the 
Roary convention, speak on the “Op- 
portunities and Privileges in Citizen- 
ship.” 

Life insurance, said Laflin, must 
stand or fall with American govcrn- 
mental institutions and the outlook 
for advancement is cloudy. 

“Men are losing faith in represen- 
tative government,” he declared. 
“It is not to be wondered at when 
we view the proceedings of our Na- 
tional Congress and our several 
State Legislatures and the flood of 
legislation with which the land is 
deluged biennially. I am loath ts 
express my opinion of some of our 
State Legislatures. It would not 
look well in print. I should prob- 
ably be summoned to suffer vicari- 
ously for that deep contempt which 
Iam confident we all feel. 


“The remedy, however, lies not 
in turning to schemes of half-baked 
socialists and reformers, sd-called, 
but in the more careful selection of 
our representatives. A people not 
qualified to select its representa- 
tives is hardly competent to solve 
the technical and complex problems 
of government through the initia- 
tive and referendum. 

“Unfortunately, the present pri- 
mary election system is making it in- 
creasingly difficult to secure good 
men as candidates for public office. 
Such men are unwilling to run the 
gauntlet of our present election ma- 
chinery, even if they have the price. 
While ostensibly increasing the pow- 
er of the people, we have by our pri- 
mary election laws actually put it 
out of our power to secure an effi- 
cient government, but we have made 
the way easy for the political moun- 
tebank and demagogue. 


handing the State over, gagged and 
bound, to a boss—a boss who dic- 
tates legislation, issues his orders to 
public officials of the State, and 
seeks to control the courts and insti- 
tutions of learning. 

“Political organization must be 
rrovided to bring out competent and 
qualified candidates, to get behind 
their candidacy, engineer their cam- 
paigns and bring out the vote.

Hard work, understanding of eco- 
nomic laws, a knowledge of history, 
and truly representative men in 
public office, are the things neces- 
sary for improvement in our affairs. 
Laflin concluded.

reached many people and possibly 
gave them understanding. Why is 
America keeping men _ in prison 
when all other countries released 
such, offenders soon as 
ceased ?”’ 

In another letter Graber writes 
that $14 which had been sent to him 
was a great aid not only to him but 
to his mother, to whom, through his 
wife, he had forwarded some of it. 
He again tells of the devotion of his 
mother when he was in prison in 
IKitussia: “She passed many sleepless 
nights. She was always at the post 
with food for me. Her tears never 
moved the tyrants, though vigorous- 
ly and courageously she sent every 
day the message with financial as- 
sistance to my prison cell. * * 
Few people in this world realize 
what life really is to those unfortu- 
nates in Europe. * * * 

“I beg you will forgive for my 
not very expressive and composed 
letter. I am a poor writer in En- 
glish, because all I acquired in En- 


glish language was from myself in | 


reading and studying by himself.” 

Michael Sapper of the Wichita 
group of prisoners, writes of his 
disagreement with those who made 
individual applications for amnesty. 
‘We came here as one and shou 
leave as one,” he says. 

“Solidarity 

J. T. Doran, convicted at Chicago, 
vigorously expresses the same opin- 
ion. “I hold very decided views on 
the questfon of solidarity of political 
prisoners,”’ he wrote in August, 1922. 
‘True, we are physically uncomfort- 
able, confined in a prison and sepa- 
rateq from our families and, friends, 
but so are thousands of other pris- 
oners. The socially important fact 
is that we have not committed any 
crime to warrant the treatment we 
have received and it is this aspect 
of the case which should concern 
every honest man or woman on the 
outside. 

“Our ‘crime’—we stand convicted 
of haviflg ‘expressed an opinion in 
written or spoken form’—if society 
wishes to still regard it as a crime, 
consisted of having tried by peace- 
able, legal means to organize ths 
workers into an effective body which 
would, through the exercise of soli- 
darity, so we believed, tend to abol- 
ish the human misery, poverty and 
violence so distinctively a part—a 
necessary bulwark—of the present 
social and economic system. 

“As J] understand it, the tabor 
movement and especially the so- 


| cailed radical labor movement is the 


greatest, potentially and actually, 
single spiritual force in modern so- 
ciety. Soldarity is a spiritual qual- 
ity—a sort of tested faith—and if 
this quality is dropped from the la- 
bor movement or from unselfish 
groups within that movement, there 
can be no labor movement. 

“We were convicted as ‘conspira- 
tors’ and we are, -presumably, 
equally guilty or equally innocent in 
‘having expressed opinions.’ I can- 
not understand how any man who 
ever had any’real appreciation of 
that spiritual quality—solidarity— 
can justify individual action in our 
cases.” 3 

Alexander Cournos, another of 
those sentenced in the Chicago I. W. 
WwW. case, also upholds the solidarity 
principle—indeed, this is the chief 
topic of most of the letters examined 
by the correspondent.

EVERY STATE IN THE UNION 


Microphones at Coliseum to Carry His Voice 
Directly Into Post-Dispatch Broadcasting 
Station—Simultaneous Transmission 
From New York Station. 


It appears certain that no human 


addressed so vast an audience as 
wili hear President Harding deliver 
his speech tomorrow night at the 
Co:iseum—thanks to a marvel of sci- 


ence which will be. undertaken for 
the the first time. An unprecedent- 
ed experiment in radio transmission 
is expected to make the President's 
words, spoken in conversational ac- 
cents, audible to listeners in every 
state in the Union. 

‘The test gains enhanced historical 
importance from the circumstance 
that it is the first time a President 
of the United States has made use of 
radio to speak to the citizens of the 
nation on a great political question. 

Before the President at the Coli- 
scum will be microphones such as 
have become familiar to St. Louisans 
at the Municipal Theater and Odeon. 
Owing to the use of a loud-speaker 
similar to that at the Municipal The- 
ater, the orator will not be required 
to raise his voice. The sound-waves 
picked up by the microphones will 
be relayed by wire to K S D, on the 
roof of the-Post-Dispatch, whence 
they will be, as usual, launched into 
space by radio. , 

The novel feature is that the 
sound-waves received by K S D will 
also be dispatched, by an all-metal 
circuit, ne@rly 1000 miles eastward 
te Station W E A F,. which is oper- 
ated in New York City by the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
and which will also broadcast the 
waves by wireless. Owing to the 
electric current’s velocity of 196,000 
miles a second, the broadcasting on 
the Atlantic seaboail. and on the 
bank of the Mississippi River, with a 
1000 miles of telephone wire inter- 
vening, will be for all human pur- 
poses simultaneous,

the request of the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commere, have agreed to remain 
silent. as a courtesy to the President 
of the Wnited States, while K S D 
is sending out his speech. News- 
papers in the 48 States have request- 
ed radio listeners to co-operate in 
the test, in order to determine 
whether it will be possible for the 
President to be heard in all of them. 

Although the electric current will 
travel by wire from St. Louis to New 
York in an°“unappreciable fragment 
of a second, the skill of scientific. 
man will enable him to stretch forth 
his hand three times and manipulate 
the waves while they are en route. 
Owing to resistance of the metal, 
the current would suffer a consid- 
erable loss of intensity. Therefore, 
while racing on its way, it will be 
stepped up successively by means of 
proper devices in other cities, and 
will arrive in New York with an 
intensity equal to that which it pos- 
sessed on arriving at K 8S D. 

If this test proves successful, the 
next step, and one contemplated for 
the near future, will be some night 
to link up by land wires as many as 
30 of the most powerful broadcast- 
ing stations in the United States. 
Then the President, sitting in his 
study in the White House, will 
speak into a microphone with no 
more volume than if he were con- 
versing with a friend a few feet 
away. With the process undertaken 
by K S D and W E A F multiplied 
by 30, it is hoped that the Presi-

First Stop to Be in St. Louis— 
To Sail From Tacoma for 
Alaska.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Presi- 
dent Harding is on the way to real- 
ligation of one of the hopes he has 
held ever since he entered the White 
House nearly two and a half years 


ago. ' 

The Chief Executive has fooked 
forward ever since March 4, 1921, 
tp the time when he could leave the 
Capital long enough to visit Alaska 
and there study at first hand the 
problems that he feels lack the s0- 
lution that wil! make for proper de- 
velopment of the territory. 

That time came today with the de- 
parture from Washington of a spe- 
cial train carrying Mr. Harding, Mrs. 
Harding, and a party of 70, with 
Alaska as the ultimate destination.

i; President's trip will be made on the 


special train of 10 cars that left here 
today. The trip to and from Alaska 
will be made on the naval transport 
Henderson, and the voyage . from 
San Diego, Cal., to New York, will 
be og two Shipping Board vessels. 
The next two weeks, however, are 
to be spent almost altogether on the 
train as the presidential party will 
rot embark for Alaska until Thurs- 
day, July 5, at Tacoma. Wash. 

The presidential special pulied 
out of the Union Station shortly 
after 2 p. m. 

A small crowd was at Union Sta- 
tion to see the departure of the ex- 
ecutive. Mr. and Mrs. Harding 
reached the station several minutes 
before time for their train to leave 
and they greeted several friends who 
wweve in the crowd before boarding 
their car. 

The first scheduted stop of the 
presidential special is at St. Louis 
late tomorrow,.with a seven-hour 
visit planned for that city and with 
the first of the President's fornial 
addresses there tomorrow night. It
